18 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

4 be maintained by any retail dealer against any person for beer which has been sold on
5 credit. It isunlawful for any licensee to alow any person not designated under 8§

7 [(b) It is unlawful for any liquor licensee under this article to employ any
8 person under the age of 18 years.]
